condudl  of  any  perfon  or  perfons  what¬ 
ever,  I  nuift  beg  your  iudulgciTCc  for- 
making  the  few  following  oblervation?^ 
by  which  I  mean  to  explain  niyfclf  more 
particularly,  and  fet  to  rights  a  coirc-^ 
fpondent  of  yours  who  fublcribes  himfelf 
W  Citizen^  as  to  fome  fads  which  1  had 
reprefented  in  a  paper  fent  you  a  week 
or  two  ago,  and  as  to  which  he  ferms 
to  have  inifuudcrftood  me. 

That  gentleman  [Vol.  xxi.  P.  367.] 
obferves,  “  Lyfias,  in  your  Magazine 
[P.  290.],  does  not  altogether  do  the 
kirk-trealurer  juftice;  the  whole  of  ti»e 
hundred  <and  thirty-eight  children  can« 
not  furely  all  be  haftards^  or  fuch  as 
come  under  his  cognizance;  fome  of 
them,  for  aught  1  know,  might  have 
been  born  in  the  charity  work- houlc  it- 
fclf ;  others  orphans  or  foundlings,  w  hom 
the  kirk-treafurer  never  heard  of;  but, 
at  any  rate,  fo  many  children  muft  be 
the  coUedion  of  fevcral  years.” 

In  anfwer  to  this  you  will  allow  me  to 
obferve,  that  Lyftas,  in  any  of  his  re-* 
marks,  never  meant  to  do  the  kirk-trea* 
furer  the  fmallcft  injuftice :  if,  therefore, 
he  ftiall  have  had  the  misfortune  to  mif-* 
apprehend  fads,  or  be  mifinformed  as  to 
any  of  them,  he  will  neither  be  alhamed 
nor  unwilling  to  acknowledge  his  mif* 
take,  when  properly  informed  thereof;  aa 
yet  he  is  not  convinced  of  his  having  been 
guilty  of  any  miftake  in  prefuming  to 
fuppofe  that  of  the  number  of  children 
above  fpecitied  by  far  the  greater  part 
are  natural  children,  or,  if  you  will, 
baftards.

bout  the  age  of  fix  or  leven,  they 
.*  comniilicd  to  the  care  of  litera-

imar  and  the  art  of  pronouncing 
,  as  all'o  to  read  and  underdand  the 
s  and  liidoriatib.  Great  iiicn  com- 
ly  cnteiiaincd  in  their  own  houfes 
:  eminent  grammarian  for  thia  pur- 
.  Alter  Ipciidiiig  fome  time  in  Icarn- 
^raminar,  and  m  manly  exercifes,  to 
rove  tiieii  natural  dieiigth  of  body, 
acquire  a  healthy  conditution,  they 
m  the  dole  dudy  of  rhetoric  and 
jfophy ;  for,  in  order  to  form  an  ac- 
plilhed  fpeaker,  it  was  abfolutcly 
flary  to  be  acquainted  with  all  the 
r  arts  and  fciencesthen  known.  No 
of  uleful  knowledge  was  omitted 
improving  and  adorning  the  main 
y  ;  and  all  the  other  arts  were  court- 
though  nut  with  an  equal  paffion. 

L  the  age  of  levcntecn  ycars^ 


youths  put  on  the  toga  r/V////,or  manly’ 
gown;  were  brought  in  a  folcmn  manner 
to  the  Forum,  and  commenced  the  prac¬ 
tice  of  the  art  of  pleading.  We  learn 
from  Cicero,  that  it  was  the  parent’s  care 
to  pitch  upon  fome  eminent  pleader,  on 
whom  he  made  his  fon  condantly  attend, 
that,  by  difeerning  the  power  and  effedfs 
of  his  oratory,  he  might  by  degrees  be 
animated  with  a  noble  ambition  for  ex¬ 
celling  in  the  fame  art,  and  hare  conti-* 
nually  before  him  a  proper  pattern  for 
imitation.  In  rhetoric  and  philolophy 
they  chiefly  propofed  for  their  models 
the  Grecians,  who  had  rt  ached  the  fum- 
mit  of  excellence  in  thofe  purfuits.  E- 
very  young  man,  who  defigned  to  make 
any  figure,  generally  chofe  for  himfelf  a 
particular  orator  of  Greece  for  his  con- 
(tant  pattern,  either  Lyfias,  iEfehines,’ 
Hyperides,  or  Dcmofthcncs,  according 
as  his  genius  inclined.  Him  he  con- 
ftantly  fludied,  and,  to  render  himfelf  a* 
perfid  mailer  of  his  excellence,  ufed  to 
(ranflate  him  into  his  own  tongue. 
They  gave  allb  conllant  attention  to  the 
lectures  of  fome  eminent  mailer  in  the 
famous  feCts  of  Grecian  philolophy.  A 
perfon  of  this  kind  they  either  kept  in 
their  houfc,  or'  frequently,  to  improve 
more  readily,  made  a  journey  into  Greece 
and  the  IclTer  Afia,  where  they  fpCnt 
fome  years  in  the  lludy  of  philofophy 
Under  the  ableft  teachers,  and  drew  the 
arts  of  eloquence  from  the  purcll  foun¬ 
tains.  After  having  fpent  a  confiderablc 
time  in  the  bufinefs  of  tranflating  from 
the  Greek,  in  declaiming  and  reciting, 
they  made  gradual  advances  to  thofe 
virtues  and  attainments  which  dillinguilh 
the  aera  of  Roman  glory. 

•  None  can  inform  us  better  than  Ci¬ 
cero  of  the  great  pains  nereflary  to  form 
a  good  orator  among  the  Romans;  and, 
in  one  of  his  treatifes,  he  has  left  us  a 
Ikctch  of  the  feveral  progreffive  Heps  by 
which  he  arrived  at  Inch  a  dillinguiflied 
character  for  eloquence.  He  acquaints 
us,  that  he  fludied 'the  civil  law  with 
particular  application  under  Quintus 
Mucius;  that  he  was  inflruCled  in  the 
feveral  branches  of  philofophy  by  Philo 
the  academic,  and  Diodotus  the  ftoic; 
that,  not  fatisfied  with  attending  the 
kClures  of  thole  eminent  mailers,  of 
which  there  were  at  that  time  great 
numbers  in  Rome,  he  made  a  voyage  in¬ 
to  Greece  and  Afia,  in  order  to  enlargt 
his  knowledge,  and  embrace  the  whole 
cirsle  the  fcienccs.  Accordingly  bq 
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have  been  tldeA  daughter  of  a  confidcrablc  fermcr 
Hud  io  the  county  of  Fife:  I  received  littre*'

Julpei^iin)?  fair,  anu  then,  like  an  iniiili* 
c)U»  pick-pocktt,  watches  and  (ctzcs  the 
tinj^uarileil  inv>inent,  and  rohs  her  of  that 
which  every  virliions  woman  elleetna 
dearer  to  her  than  life,  her  virtue  and 
honour.  Not  lon>;  has  he  enjoyed  his 
inj'loiious  Imimpli,  till  I'atiety  and  dil- 
fucceed  his  unhallowed  raptures, 
and  then  all  his  fondnefs  ami  complai- 
lance  are  for  ever  pone;  all  his  vows 
and  promifes  evanilh  into  empty  air; 
the  poor  unhappy  woman  is  abandoned 
and  left  a  prey  to  the  moft  excriiciatinp 
and  tormenting  rtlk\‘tions  of  her  own 
mind,  the  upbraidinps  aiul  Hines  of  a

What  lanpnapc  dcTciibc  the  de¬ 
formity  of  it  ;  Wlu  thcr  it  be*  conrulci  cd 
ns  an  impudent  inl'uit  apaiuA  the  lland-

without  friends,  what  can  Hie  do?  Alasj! 
mad  with  refeiitment,  and  hurried  on  by 
dcfpair,  is  it  matter  of  furprife  if  the 
confequence  lliould  prove  tragical  and 
fatal? — This  woman  too  was  perhaps 
the  daughter  of  his  belt  friend,  or  the 
neared  relation  of  his  Winded  and  mod 
penenius  l>enefai5lt'r ;  and  thus  be 
wounds,  in  the  mod  tender  and  fendble 
part,  the  man  whom,  in  duty  and  grati¬ 
tude,  he  ought  to  have  obliged,  honour¬ 
ed  and  loved.  Ah  !  cruel  and  unfeeling, 
laithlcfs  and  ungrateful  man  !  fitter  to  be 
a  companion  to  tlie  more  gentle  fav.iges 
of  the  def.irts  and  of  the  woods,  than  a 
member  of  a  rational,  polite  and  civilized 
fociety.  Ah  !  defedive  or  ill  adniini- 
flc»-ed  laws  our  country  !  Shall  the 
poor  pitiful  pilferer,  who  only  purloins 
a  fmall  portion  of  his  neighbour’s  goods, 
be  doomed  to  a  painful  and  ignominious 
death  ?  and  llialt  thou,  laden  with  all 
thy  guilt  and  bafenefs,  not  only  el’capc 
with  impunity,  but  come  off  exulting  in 
thy  unmanly  viiftory,  and  boafting  of  thy 
inglorious  triumph  ?  But  remember,  O 
fool  !  that  thy  triumphing,  like  that  of

I  have  only  hinted  at  fome  few  of  the 
more  obvious  evils  refulting  from  thi* 
w'icked  praiftice,  in  hopes  that,  if  you  are 
fo  good  as  allow  this  a  place  in  your  wfe* 
ful  Mifccllany,  feme  one  or  other  of  ydur 
more  Icariied  and  judicious  correrpe-^ 
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dents  will  take  up  arms  in  the  caufe  of 
riue  and  lnimanity,  by  expoling  thefe 
fonb  of  li(:entif)nrjie(s  in  a  jtjft  light,  and 
by  reprefenting  to  the  fiir  the  dreadful 
and  inevitable  mil'ery  that  attends  pla¬ 
cing  any  confidence  in  their  oaths  and 
engagements.

ry  companion  afide,  and  faid,  “  Sir,

*  our  frieiids  laughing,  that  you  fpoke 
‘  many  jeRs,  and  yon  could  not  but  ob- 

*  ferve  my  filence;  but.  Sir,  this  is  my 
‘  humour;  1  never  make  a  jeR  juyfclf, 

*  nor  ever  laugh  at  another  man’s.*^ 

Corufodcsf  thus  endued,  got  into  ho¬ 
ly  orders;  having,  by  the  moR  extreme 
parfimonv,  faved  34  I-  out  of  a  very  beg¬ 
garly  fellowfliip,  went  up  to  London, 
where  his  fiRcr  was  a  waiting-woman  to 
a  lady;  and  fo  good  a  foliciior,  that,  by 
bet.  means,  he  was  admitted  to  read 
prayers  in  the  family  twice  a-day  at  tetl 
Ihillings  a  month.  He  had  now  acqui¬ 
red  a  low,  obreqnious,  awkward  bow, 
ahd  a  talent  of  grofs  flattery,  both  in 
and  out  of  feafon ;  he  would  Riake  th^ 
binler  by  the  hand  :  he  taught  the  page 
his  catechifrn  ;  and  was  fometimes  ad¬ 
mitted  to  dine  at  the  Reward’s  table. 
In  fhort,  he  got  the  good  word  of  the 
whole  family,  and  was  recommended  by 
my  lady  for  chaplain  to  fome  other  noble 
honfes,  by  which  his  revenue  (befidca 
vails)  amounted  to  about  30 1.  a-year.

lien  mentions  feveral  inftances  from 
^iod  orusy  particularly  the  emperor  AV- 
(5,  wlio  received  fnch  a  habit  of  drink- 
ig  Irom  his  drunken  nurfe,  that  the 
ople,  inllead  of  'nherius  NcrOy  cal- 
d  him  Bihtrins  Neto;  and  Caligii^ 

,  his  predceen'or,  whofe  nnrfe  nfed  to 
oilien  the  nipples  of  her  breaft  with 
lood  to  make  him  take  the  better  hold 
1  them,  which  (fays  Diodorus)  was  the 
oife  that  mule  him  fo  blood  thirfty 
d  cruel  all  liis  life  time  after. 

It  is  not  without  good  rcafon  thought 
at  the  good  .or  ill  qualities  of  the  milk 
VC  a  coTilidt  nble  innueiice  on  the 
ind  and  body,  and  contribute  as  much 
anything  towards  framing  a  limili- 
de  of  temper  and  difpofition  in  the 
e,  as  well  as  of  ftrength  and  beauty  in 
(  other.  The  fame  ol^fervation  likewife 
Ms  in  beads  as  well  as  the  human 


fpecies.  What  madnefs  i?  it  then  to 
leave  a  body  and  a  mind,  formed  upon 
Hoble  and  generous  principles,  to  be  cor- 
rupte<l  by  the  baler  mixture  and  alloy 
of  a  granger’s  milk  !  efpecially  if  the 
nurfe  (which  for  the  molt  part  happens) 
lliould  prove  dilhonclt,  intemperate,  or 
lewd.  Tlic  cluiice  of  a  nurfe,  by  our 
modern  ladles,  is  the  leafl  of  their  cares  : 
they  generally  think  that  the  pains  in 
bearing  arc  futheient,  without  the  addi¬ 
tional  trouble  and  burden  in  nurling; 
and  as  foon  .as  the  poor  babe  is  brought 
into  the  world,  they  give  it  up  to  a 
wi>man,  who,  as  the  above-mentioned 
author  fays,  is  (ten  thoufand  t«)  one) 
neither  in  health  nor  good  condition, 
neither  found  in  mind  nor  body,  and 
who  has  neither  honour  nor  reputa¬ 
tion  to  maintain,  but  more  regard  for 
money  than  bir  liie  louuduefs  of  the 
child. 

I  know  that,  in  many  places  of  the 
country,  it  is  no  uncommon  thing  for 
I  he  mother  to  put  her  new-born  infant 
into  the  hands  of  a  woman  who  has  h.nd 
one  or  more  baftard  chiUlrcn,  whofe  fa¬ 
thers  (on  account  of  her  eafy  virtue) 
were  vtry  uncertain.  Any  of  the  maid- 
fervants  who  at  tliat  time  is  fo  lucky  as 
to  have  a  child  to  the  v^let  de  charnbre, 
is  comtnonly  pitched  upon  to  fuckle 
young  IMujler,  lii  towns  again,  where 
the  intercourfe  betwixt  the  fexes  can  be 
indulged  w'ith  more  fecrecy  and  free¬ 
dom,  you  will  hardly  meet  with  a  nurfe 
who  is  not  very  liberal  of  her  favours 
to  every  fool  who  will  pm  chafe  them. 
Hence  the  child,  whether  male  or  fe¬ 
male,  imbibes  the  vices  of  the  nurfe; 
and  it  is  no  wonder  that  we  every  day 
hear  of  marriage-bed  infidelities  and  di¬ 
vorces;  for  the  love  of  variety,  which  is 
inherent  in  (I  may  fay)  the  half- mo¬ 
ther  of  the  child,  is  communicated  with 
her  milk,  and  will  ever  accompany  it  in 
a  greater  or  lefs  degree  through  life. 

This  is  a  melancholy  confidcration, 
Mr  Printer;  but  I  am  afraid  the  prefent 
method  of  nurling  is  the  principal  fourcc 
of  all  the  evils  1  have  pointed  nut. — An 
elegant  author  fays,  “  that  conftitution, 
education,  cuftom  of  the  country,  rca¬ 
fon,  and  the  like  canfes,  may  improve 
or  abate  the  flrength  of  our  pafTioun,  but 
ftill  the  feeds  remain,  which  are  ever- 
rcady  to  fprout  forth  upon  the  Icaft  en¬ 
couragement.” — There  is  a  ftory  of  a 
got>d  religious  man,  who,  having  beea 
bred  with  the  luilk  of  a  goat,  waa  ve^y 
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hefe  kingdoms,  except  in  calcs  of  abfo- 
ute  ncccllity;  and  vvilhing  that  lomc  of 
our  more  able  coneipondents  would 
diver  their  fentiments  on  this  matter, 
remain.

T IS  Holiness  begins  by  obferving, 
fx  1.  tlut  (Mie  grcaultlign  of  Jcfus Cluirt; 

^11  coHiiug  into  tlie  world,  was  to  bring 
►c.tcr  and  ttconcili ition  to  man;  and 
l  it  lie  gave  commilTion  to  bis  Apoftics, 
IS  his  Amball'adors  to  mankind,  to  ule 
their  utmoft  cndcivouri  to  promote 
)c.ice,  unity,  and  charity  among  all  hi* 
followers.  I'hat  this  cflTicc  being  parti- 
ularly  incHinbent  upon  himfelf  as  chief 
^ailor  of  the  Church,  he,  from  his  exal- 
aiion  to  that  tlignily,  had  had  nothing 
iiorc  at  heart  than  to  difeharge  it  to  the 
litmoft  of  his  power,  and  had  tlieiefore, 
continiiiil  a!id  fervent  prayer.s  to  G(»d, 
n  plored  his  divine  afliftaiice  to  enable 
lim  to  procure  peace  to  his  church  in  the 
ifcH  and  molt  lading  manner.  And 
'hereas  In’**  high  ftation  authorifea  him 
plant  and  build,  to  root  out,  dilTipate 
id  dtltroy,  accoi ding  as  the  good  and 
irclervalion  of  religion  may  require,  his 
iondant  refolntlon  was  not  only,  by 
ilHiiting  and  building,  to  promote  peace 
ihd  tranquillity  among  his  people,  but 
')  be  t  qii  illy  ready  to  root  out  and  de- 
roy  whatever  may  he  fubverfive  of  that 
;nJ,  though  o« Ik r wife  ever  fo  dear  and 
greeablc  to  himfelf,  and  w'hatever  pain 
>x  trouble  the  lots  of  it  might  colt  him. 

.dfter  t,yis  preamble  he  obferves^ 
‘hat  religious  orders  have,  with  the 
reatelt  reafon,  t'een  at  all  limes  looked 
Upon  as  of  I  he  utmolt  benefit  to  religion, 
in  preferving  and  confirming  the  unity 
uf  the  faith,  and  promoting  true  piety 
‘-’th  by  w'ord  and  .example;  and  that, 
Ml  this  account,  they  have  been  lionour- 
d  with  the  gteatcll  favours,  exemptions 
r.d  privileges  by  tlu  Holy  See.  But  this 
U'tw  itldlanding,  if  it  w\n>  at  any  time 
uimii  i)y  txpeilcnce,  that  either  they 
wre  not  of  fuch  advantage  to  the  church 
IS  was  erpcCtcd,  and  for  which  they 
vere  inftstuttd,  or  had  even  liccomc 
urtf'u!  to  the  Common  peace  and  tran- 
iUillity:  the  fame  Holy  See,  w’hich,  by 
ti>  authority,  l.,td  planted  and  confirmed 
hem,  never  helititcd  the  ufe  the  fame 
ndioiiiy  now,  in  either  giving  them 
«  laws,  cr  recalling  them  to  their  ori¬ 


ginal  firitflncrs,  or  in  rooting  them  out, 
and  diflipating  them  intirely.  This  he 
confirmh  by  no  left*  than  ten  examples  of 
religious  orders,  the  moft  of  which  had 
been  folemnly  approved  and  highly  fa¬ 
voured  by  the  Holy  See,  and  feverals  of 
them  of  old  Handing,  which,  neverthc- 
Itfs,  were  afterwards  intirely  abuliflied 
by  the  fame  authority,  their  members 
fuhjt(Hed  to  their  rtfpeiHivc  Bilhops, 
and  their  goods  difpofed  of  to  other  pi¬ 
ous  ufes,  either  by  reafon  of  their  prt»- 
viiig  of  no  fpiritual  advantage  to  the 
church, -or  iipon^  account  of  their  dif- 
cords  and  diTcntions  among  tlicmfelvei, 
or  with  others,  or  for  fome  fuch  juft 
Jiiid  reafimable  caufe. 

Now,  ill  hH  Ihcfc  examples  his  Iloli- 
nefs  obferves,  that  the  Popes,  his  predc- 
celfors  (among  whom  was  that  holy  fer- 
want  of  God  St  Pius  V.),  did  not  think  it 
necclfary,  ori  even  prudent,  to  briAg  the 
cafe  of  thefe  orders  to  a  judiciary  forqi 
of  trial,  to  hear  the  parties,  to  allow 
pleadings,  and  the  like.  This  would 
only  have  ferved  to  open  a  door  to  dif- 
fenlions  and  party-zeal,  which  might 
liave  had  the  worft  of  confcquenccs. 
As  the  power  of  diflTolving  any  religious 
order  refides  in  the  Vicar  of  Jcfus  Chrift, 
with  as  gre<at  a  plenitude  as  that  of 
approving  and  confirming  it,  it  was 
thought  funicient  that  the  Holy  Sec  was 
certain  of  the  truth;  and  that  it  would 
be  more  conducive  to  preferve  peace  and 
tranquillity,  to  proceed  upon  that  certain 
knowledge  alone,  than  to  allow  any  for¬ 
mal  trial  of  the  matter'*^.  ^ 

•  This  nvaj  certainly  a  very  nuife 
.'precaution^  both  in  the  former  Pope/, 
and  in  his  prefent  Holinefs,  it  having 
been  found  by  experience,  in  many  in- 
jiances,  and  efpecially  in  the  famous 
difputes  betnueen  the  Jefuits  and  Do¬ 
minicans,  both  about  fchool  opinions, 
and  about  faCls  in  their  mijfions, 
nvhich  *ivere  formally  and  juridically 
tried  before  feveral  Popes  and  their 
Councils,  that  fuch  public  trials, 
nuhere  numbers  are  concerned,  ferve 
only  to  *widen  differences,  to  inflame 
party  zeal,  and  to  engage  many  inno¬ 
cent  people  in  the  fame  dffenttons,  /# 
the  utter  breach  of  Chrijtian  charity. 
Where  the  judge  is  vejled  nuithfuffi- 
cient  ponver,  and  the  truth  oj  the  cafe 
is  certainly  knonun  to  him,  d  fortnal 
trial,  in  fuch  cafes  as  the  above,  mu^ 
give  the  guilty  party  an  opportuniyf 
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uch  trouble  and  grief  to  the  Holy  Sec, 
ul  all'o  the  refolutions  which  were 
ken  againft  the  fociety  by  feveral 
linccsf. 

On  thit>  account  it  was,  that  the  fo- 
<'ty  being  to  obtain  a  new  confirmation 
their  inftitution  and  privileges  from 
aul  V.  was  obliged  to  beg  of  him'to  rati- 
and  confirm  by  his  authority,  foinc  dc- 
rees  made  in  their  fifth  general  congre- 
ation,  which  were  liter.illy  tranferibed 
his  brief,  and  In  which  it  is  acknow- 
iged,  that  the  internal  dilfentions  and 
fturbances  among  themfelves,  no  lefs 
an  the  complaints  of  thofe  without 
ainfi  the  fociety,  had  obliged  this  con- 
gaiion  to  ordain,  “  That,  as  their  to- 
jtieiy  w'as  inftituted  for  the  propaga- 
^  ‘tion  of  the  faith,  and  the  good  of  fouls; 
^iand  that,  as  thi*  end  is  moft  fecurely 
^©btainevl  by  the  proper  inAitutions  of 

*  the  AK'iety,  which  are  fpiritual  arms, 
;  fo  it  w’«>uld  be  intirely  hindered,  and 

•  liifclf  exp('fed  to  the  greatcll  dangers, 
'if  it  flioukl  engage  in  fecular  attairs,  in 

^^ipoliticb,  and  the  government  of  the 
:ort-  rftate.  It  was,  on  this  account,  moft 
ring  |V  *  ^wifely  ordained  by  our  predtcefibrs, 
plan  / 'th.tt,  beiiig  in  tire  fervice  of  God,  we 
/gd-  fiiuuld  irot  entangle  ourJelves  in  things 
irew  Pi ^'l hat  are  foreign  to  our  profefiion ;  as 
therefore,  in  tfiefe  dangerous  times. 
From  the  fault,  ambition,  or  indifercct 
:eal  of  fome  among  ns.  ouf  fociety  is 
inder  a  Had  repute  wfitli  many,  even 
Vinces;  aitd,  as  a  good  odour  in 
!hnA  is  necefiary  to  prodnee  fruit 
imong  fouls,  this  congregation  judges, 
that  we  .night  to  abftain  from  ail  ap¬ 
pearance  of  evil,  and  obviate  coril- 
laints,  even  though  ariling  frpm  falfe 
ilpicions:  Therefore,  by  this  prefent 
[tcrce,  feverely  prohibits  all  our  mem- 
;rs  from  meddling  in  public  affairs  of 
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Thh  feems  to  refer  to  the  above- 
fitiorjtd  liij'putes  between  the  Jeluits 
iPonriisicans,  twhich  occajioned  an 
deal  of  ttouhle  and  vexation 
\ll Catholic  kingdoins^and particu* 
to  the  Holy  See  ;  andy  as  his  Ho- 
ohferves  helo^w^  that  even  the 
excellent  cotijiituiions^  made  by

Engaged  full  forty  years  in  a  pro- 
feflion,  and  a  fcrvicc,  where  the 
point  of  honour  is  carried  to  a  moA  ex¬ 
travagant  pitch,  ail  IriAiman  to  boot, 
and  of  noble  birth,  1  dare  thut*  publicly 
aver,  that  1  never  lent  or  accepted  of  a 
fingic  challenge.

'Addifoij  himfcif,  even 
when  particularly  intent  upon  fixing  the 
precife  meaning  of  the  werd,  has  often, 
tempted  me  to  fmoke  my  countryman 
in  his  young  Numidian.  He  makes  Ju¬ 
ba  tell  Syphax,  who  talks  with  propne- 
ty  upon  the  abufe  of  the  teim,*  that 
honour  imitates  the  anions  of  virtue 
nvhere  fse  is  not.  What  I  (hall  the 
noble  mind’s  diAinguilhing  perfection 
(fo  he  calls  it  juA  before)  be  found  to 
exiA  without  virtue  ?  A  groffer  incoii- 
fiAcncy,  a  verier  monAer,  could  not  well 
have  fprung  from  the  of  the  Nile 
'  or  the  Shannon.  Honour,  in  Its  true; 
fenfe,  being  founded  on  the  immutable 
laws  of  nature  and  reafon,  is  ever  infe- 
parable  from  virtue,  uniform,  and  con- 
fiAent.  Nothing  (Purely  can  be  more

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frigate,  Don  Pedro  Ximenes  commander, 
has  Juft  now  brought  into  our  port  a  line 
Tumtian  rover,  abotit  350  tons  buialen, 
mounting  eight  c.uri.ige  guns,  and  16 
Iwivcis.  She  h.nl  no  fewer  than  50 
Chrillian  flaves  on  boaul,  chained  to  tlic 
oar.  Tile  Gallicia  iell  in  with  her  the 
lytli,  about  the  little  ill  iiid  Allioian  40 
leagues  ealk  of  the  Strait’s  mouth,  and,  af¬ 
ter  a  brilk  tiring  on  both  tides  for  near 
two  hour*-,  the  rover  fti  lick.  The  Gal¬ 
licia  took  her  in  tow  all  iliat  day;  but 
about  12  o’clock  at  night  it  blew  a  ftrong 
gale  from  S.  W.  by  S.  and  w’hen  the 
day  cleared  up,  it  blew  a  perfeiJt  hurri¬ 
cane  :  'File  Itorm  coiitinucil  all  that  day 
in  a  mult  terrible  manner,  but  the  22d  in 
the  morning,  it  began  to  clear  up;  a- 
bout  lix  in  tiie  evening,  flic  fpied  a  fail  in 
dilliefs,  which  piovtd  U)  he  an  Fnglifli 
flop  bound  for  Leghorn,  vvilli  all  her 
m.ifts  come  by  ihc  lioard.  The  corn- 
inander  of  the  Gallicia  very  humanely 
gave  them  w'liat  Ipare  jury-iiiafts  he  had, 
bclides  two  barrels  of  bii'euil  ami  one  ot* 
water,  and  left  them  to  proceed  on  their 
voyage.”

Grenada,  July  3.  “  On  Monday 

fe’enniglit  a  dreadful  gale  (»f  wind  hap¬ 
pened  at  Tobago,  w  hich  did  a  great  deal 
of  damage,  particularly  in  the  windward 
part  of  the  iiland.  On  I'everal  eftates  al- 
moft  all  their  houfes  were  blown  down, 
as  well  as  their  plantations,  and  few  or 
none  have  efcaped  without  fomc  lofe. 
I'he  Lord  Howe  cutter  was  driven  on 
ihorc  at  Minilltr  Bay,  but  a  fmall  part  of 
her  cargo;  coiilifting  of  21  hogflieads  of 
lugar  was  laved,  and  it  was  expected 
that  they  would  be  able  to  get  her  hull 
otf.  A  brig  from  Cafeo  Bay,  captain 
Potts,  was  forced  to  put  to  fea,  with  the 
lufs  of  her  anchors  and  cables,  but  re¬ 
turned  in  three  days,  having  birtunately 
met  with  the  Creicent  frigate,  captain 
Thompion,  w  ho  fu|>|died  her  with  every 
thing  the  Itood  in  need  of.  Captain  Potti 
and  two  of  his  hands  endeavoured  to  get 
on  board  the  Brig  w'hen  the  gale  began, 
and  have  not  lince  been  heard  of,  fo  it  is 
feared  they  all  perilbed. — The  fame  gale 
was  leverely  felt  here,  but  no  ways  at¬ 
tended  with  fuch  unhappy  eftedts,  bq 
conhderablc  damage  having  been  fuftaia- 
cd,  except  the  lols  of  a  few  Negro  iiuU^ 
cattle  pens,  &c.
